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1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

3. Claims 1 - 27, 29, 39-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Anderson et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,997,584 in view of WO 96/22416 to 
Kimbrell as set forth in the previous action, and further in view of "Ever Evolving 
Chemistry... Everlasting Quality" Tomah General Product Catalog. Anderson discloses 
a fabric treatment as set forth above. Anderson teaches that branched chain amines 
may be used but does not teach the particularly claimed branched chain amines. "Ever 
Evolving Chemistry.. .Everlasting Quality" teaches that the particularly claimed branched 
chain amines are suitable for use as surfactants and other components in detergents. 
See pages 2-4. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to have employed the particularly claimed branched 
chain amines set forth in "Ever Evolving Chemistry... Everlasting Quality" as the 
branched chain amines in Andersen, motivated by the teaching of the suitability of these 
amines for this purpose found in "Ever Evolving Chemistry... Everlasting Quality" . 
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4. The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/9/06 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
6,6,73,1 19 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/9/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). In the instant case, the Tomah discloses teaches employing the particularly 
claimed branched chain amines for use as surfactants in detergents and other 
components and therefore provides the motivation for using the particular surfactants 
claimed, especially since Anderson teaches that the method of reducing pilling 
comprises treating the polyester fabrics with detergents which comprise branched chain 
amines. See col. 9, lines 1-12 of Anderson. Since Tomah teaches that the particularly 
claimed branched chain amines are useful in detergents and Anderson teaches 
branched chain amines in detergent compositions can be applied to polyester and 
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polyester blend fabrics to reduce pilling, improper hindsight is not required to find that 
one of ordinary skill in the art who considered both the Anderson and Tomah references 
would have been motivated to employ the particular branched chain amines of Tomah 
in the composition of Anderson, motivated by an expectation that the branched chain 
amines of Tomah would be suitable for use in the detergent compositions and 
treatments of Anderson. 

6. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE 
FINAL even though it is a first action after the filing of a request for continued 
examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. See MPEP § 706.07(b).
